On Jan. 18 The Post published 
a cake recipe from Newt Gingrich

It is presented in Pages 100 and 
103 (the latter a slight variation). 
In 1985 or 1986, Audrey and I 


used this recipe on a cooking 
show for Channel 10 in Fairfax. In 
our VIP cookbook. Page 100, is ti- 
tled the recipe ‘Pig Picldn Good 
Cake” (an equally distasteful 
name), and on Page 103 the reci- 
pe is nearer to the point titled 
“Pineapple Mandarin Cake.” 
Anyway, my point is, “what's 
new?” Through the years, and 
long before I ever heard of Newt 
Gingrich, this cake was favored by 
some. My tip to Mr. Gingrich is to 
freeze the cake and then eat it 
when it’s thawing. Too bad his 
“Contract for One Hundred Days” 
can’t be treated like this. 
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
